low as beef has been in the United 
States during the past Summer, 
that our exports should fall off 
nearly 50 per cent., yet such is the 
fact. The export trade of America 
is fast being numbered among the 
things that were and we must rely 
ona home market. There is gen- 
erally a great cry being made about 
beef consumers increasing more 
rapidly than the beef supply, but it 
is all a mistake. The beet-eaters 
are numbered by wealth and not 
by the increase of population, and 
although our population is increas- 
ing more rapidly than our cattle 
herds, the beef market is dull— 
ruinously dull, and there is no re- 
lief beyond the ocean, for if we 
cannot compete with foreign beef- 
producing countries seasons like 
the past, we can never hope te. 
We have been led to believe that 
State growers were unloading 
their cattle last year and that a 
beef famine was threatened. But 
should the free trade policy of the 
Presideut prevail, our markets for 
the next three years will be flooded 
with cheap mutton and the calam- 
ity of a beef famine averted. It is 
impossible to tell at this writing 
what the future hasin store. But 
we are certain of one thing, and 
that is, if there is a radical reduc- 
tion of the tariff on woel that the 
beef industry will feel it quite as 
sensibly as any other. We have 
always looked at beef-grewing as 
one of the sure roads to independ- 
ence. But it now transpires that 
all depends upon the policy pur- 
sued by the nation. With free 
trade, the South American beef- 
grower will in ten years be driving 
the American product from our 
seaboard. Verily, these are pre- 
carious times, and it is difficult to 
tell what the result will be. 


THE experience of the present 
Winter will lead many persons to 
see the importance of being pre- 
pared to feed their stock during 
the severest Winter weather, aud 
it will be well for them to bear in 
mind that feeding alone will not 
keep the animals. They must have 
water regularly and plenty of it 
as well as food. Cattle and horses 
fed on dry hay or straw require 
more water by halfthan when they 
subsist upon the range. To make 
a success of feeding in Winter they 
should be provided with open run- 
ning water, and the banks should 
be fixed so that stock can get to it 
with ease. Cattle especially will 
not thrive upon hay or straw, it 
matters not how plentiful it is 
given them unless they have plenty 
of water every day. If allowed to 
go without water a day or two 
they are liable to become indiffer- 
ent and oftentimes will not; go to 
the watering place unless driven. 
Many deaths occur in Winter from 
want of this attention. Without 
water a few days they get feverish 
within and the intestines become 
stopped with a half digested mass 
of food, and if relief is not given 
they will die. In feeding upon the 
range in Winter cattle and horses 
usually take up enough moisture 
with the grass to keep their diges- 
tive organs in condition, and have 
been Known to live for months 
without drinking water; but fed 
upon dry hay or straw they are 
not inclined to take snow, hence, 
the danger of death. Thus affected 
horses and cattle will linger some 
time and may be relieved by prop- 
er treatment. The best remedy 
known to be used for animals in 
this condition is to inject Lobelia 
tea. This weed has great relaxing 
power, and if used in time will 
readily give relief in a few hours.
